—Concerning the possibilities of death 


from the fall of aerolites, Prof. Proctor 
says : " I have received several rather anx- 
ious inquiries respecting the dangers to be 
feared from ineteoiic downfall, the death of 
David Mlesentlater having apparently sug- 
gested that such dangers may be greater 
than has heretofore been supposed. If we 
know the average 
number of meteoric 


masses which break their way through the 
air—it would be very easy to calculate the 
exact chance of death by meteoric down- 
fall. As a matter of fact, wo have no sat- 
isfactory evidence on this point, because 
most of tho meteorites which (all upon the 
earth escape attention. I suppose however 
that if Piof. Newton, of Yule College, 
rightly assumes the number of falling stars 
of all orders to be 400,000,000 yearly, we 
may falily assume that about 4,000meteor- 
ites fill annually upon the earth's surface. 
This allows one meteorite for 100,000 fall- 
ing stars. Now, let us take the tolal num- 
ber of human beings at any one time on 
the eaith, as 1,500,000,000. Assume the 
risk of poisons within doors to be equal to 
that of persons in the open air—for a 
meteoiite falling on a house would not be 
seriously interrupted in its course, since it 
would travel 
with a velocity of several 


miles per second. 
Again, remembering 


that the meteors do not fall vertically, nor 
even if they did, do men alvniys stand up- 
right, we must take a larger surface for 
each person than that which he presents as 
seen from above when standing. We may 
take half a square yaid for the adult and 
perl.aps quarter of a square yard for the 
average human being. Now, the earth's 
surface contains about 200,000,000 square 
miles, each containing about 
3,000,000 


yaicis, or 12,000,000 quarter squaie yards— 
in all 2,400,000,000,000,000 
quarter square 


yaids—whereas the human race occupies 
only 1,500,000,000 quarter tquaic yatds. 
Tims,the chance of a single meteorite strik- 
ing some one is as 15 in £4,000,000, or as 1 
in 1,600,000; and if 4,000 melcoilies fall 
per annum, the chanco of one death occur- 
ring in any given year is about l-400lh. On 
the average one death by a meteor slioke 
might be cxpecled to occur in 400 yeais. If 
it is tiue, as I have seen recently staled, 
that nine such deaths have occurred in the 
last 900 years, it would appear piobable 
that 10,000 raeteoi ites, instead of 4,000 an- 
nually reach the earth." 


—The great engineering project of a ca- 


nal through the Caucasus, from the Black 
Sea (o the Caspian Sea, is attracting atten- 
tion at St. Peteisburg. 


—A cast-iron gas main at pSaaibracken 


was lately taken up, after having been laid 
for ten years, and when removed was lound 
to be converted Into a soft substance which 
could be cut with a kuife, and, on anylysis, 
was found to contain only fifty-two per 
cent, of metallic iron. The pipes had been 
covered with coal ashes, which were fonud 
to contain much sulphur, and the destruc- 
tion of the pipes is supposed to have been 
due to the sulphur in the ashes, and the 
oxygen of the atmosphere. 


—It is stated that the Geiman explorer, 


Rudolf fall,-, has written from San Francis- 
co to friends iu his Dative country an- 
nouncing that 
a monument in Bolivia 


much more ancient than the times of the 
Incas, has given him a clew to the origin 
of speech and writin». 


—Signer 1'arnctli has been analyzing 


the debris and dust of the streets, with the 
result of finding a largu percent ago of iron 
and glue contained therein. He proposes 
making practical use of this discovery by 
establishing blast furnaces aud glue works 
in London, to secure the valuable products 
from the waste material of Metropolitan 
streets. 


—Bas-ieliefs and statues, one of them of 


colossal size, have been found at Marathon, 
near the site of the Temple of Nemesis. 
The inhabitants have refused their removal 
to the Athens museum. 


—The National Board of Health recom- 


mends these disinfectants: First, roll sul- 
phur (biimstone) lot fumigation; second, 
sulphate of iiou (copperas) dissolved in 
water, iu the proportion of one and a half 
pounds to the gallon, lor soil, sewers, etc. ; 
thitd, sulphate of zinc and common salt dis- 
solved together in water, in the propoi'.ion 
of four ounces to the gallon, for clothing, 
linen, etc. Carbolic acid, a most valuable 
agent iu the hands of scientific men, is ex- 
c luded from the list on account of the difli- 
culity in procuring it of fixed suength and 


^ proper quality. Towels, clothing and bed- 


linen should be plunged at once into the 
zinc solution heated to the boiling point. 
Pure air aud cleanliness are among the pro- 
tective agents recommended, and the most 
important of all. 


—Some mouths since Mr. Muyhiidge, of 


San Francisco, surprised and delighted the 
scientific world by the publication of a se- 
ries of twelve instantaneous photographs of 
a galloping horse, showing tte animal in as 
many different stages of a single leap. Some 
of tne positions recorded were most un- 
gainly and appeared almost impossible, but 
Ihoy were nevertheless real. The camera 


had copied faithfully the postures changing 
far too rapidly for the eye to detect them. 
Mr. Muybiidtje has now extended his pho- 
graphic observations lo the spring of the 
greyhound, in this manner: The dog is 
got at speed by releasing him on one side 
in pursuit of a rabbit, which has just been 
made to pass in front of the camera; the 
moment the dog leaps past the camera, the 
series of fine wires ia broken, the electric is 
closed, and the trustworthy collodion has 
put the fleeting vision on peitnanent record. 
These pictures hardly reveal the grace and 
symmetry of movement with wlilch we are 
accustomed to associate the greyhound, but 
illustrate the science of motion rather than 
ils poetry. 


—Dr. Kojslon Pigott has found lhat ob- 


jects as minute as the millionth of an inch 
in diameter can be seem with the micro- 
scope. It has been generally believed by 
opticians tbat microscopic vision could not 
be extended to objects smaller than the hun- 
dred-thousandth of an inch In diameter.

Democrats

And yet, on Ibis point, there is an 
insuperable difficulty involved in the know- 
ledge that, no matter how much they arbi- 
trarily tie down the minoiity now, the ta- 
bles may soon be turned by the people, and 
the under dog become the upper one, in 
which event a gag, which they would not 
hesilale to use at present, would, like it 
curse, " come home to roost," and to baunt 
Us maker. 
One rule, however, seems emi- 


nently proper, and that is to abolish the old 
mode of choosing seals by lot, and substi- 
tuting length of service as entitled to pre- 
ference in selection. Tlie leader of either 
party should be as near thn speaker as pos- 
sible, and these are always the older mem- 
bers, or those who have been longest in the 
House; hence it seems but right tbat the 
inexpetienced members should beielegated 
to the outer ciicles of seals, where iheir 
powers of obseivalion and study of parlia- 
mentaiy laclilcs would not be disturbed. 
They are mere lookers-on at beat. They de- 
liver set speeches by sufferance, which half 
the time go in the Congressional Record 
without being tead befere the House, so 
that it is no injustice thai Ihey should fonn 
the outside ring, or teserve coips, coming 
lo the front as ability and experience dc- 
Lermines. 


Mr. Hoir, of Michigan, gave us another 


of his willy efforts in discussing the rules 
and made a hind hit fit Wiijjht, of your 
Slate, who, he said, headed a committee 
last summer iu search of general depression 
but could not rind it in Chicago, for evety- 
thiug theie was unfortunately on the boom;

Her 
suietyship of Miss Horton is in keeping 
with her conduct generally, for she is ever 
ready to extend aid to any suffering op- 
pressed sister, and in this case young Mr. 
Morgan will realize, before he gets through 
with Miss Horton, lhat be has after him a 
dogged, persistent fighter in Mrs. Judge 
Lockwood, who will never cease her efforts 
until her client, Miss Horton, has secured 
the fullest and amplest redress that the 
courts of the District can give her. Mrs. 
Luckwood is an able lawyer, and has earn- 
ed since she entered the legal profession, 
quite a handsome property through her tal- 
ents. She will take a prominent part, as in 
the past, in the National Women's Suffrage 
Convention, which will soon assemble here 
for her knowledge of law and of legislative 
matters are so great as to put lier at the 
head, Not however, iu that mere wordy 
declamation of wrongs which brings sever- 
al of her sisters to the front, but in real ef- 
fectiveness as a worker and counselor.

meets our eyes, we fuel the freshness of a 
new scene which suddenly comes within 
the vision of our horizon. But before we 
can abandon ourselves to enter into feeling 
with Ihe little ones, we survey the apart- 
ment to find a large, light and airy room,the 
windows filled with clustering vines and 
twining branches, and globes for fishes, 
here and there vases of antique mould, and 
many other things to charm the eye, and 
arouse a taste for artistic culture.

are soon diverted from our meditations by 
hearing the children give, one at a time, 
some litlle experience of the day previous.

find pleasure, and do not feel burdened as 
thos, do who are obliged to commit to mem- 
ory (torn books a great amount of some- 
thing tbat leaves a vague impression and no 
definite idea.

obseive how unselfishly they 


shared with one another from the well filled 
baskets, at all times was refinement of man- 
ner conspicuous.

in their turn the name of a divinity whicn 
impeiseuated the particular influence. Thus 
Jupiter represented pleasure aud power, 
the moon imagination, Venus love, and so 
on. As each of these seven chosen stars 
exercised a strong creative power they gave 
to children born under their domination 
their signatures, which were found written 
all over tho body, in the complexisn, the 
color of the eyes, the form, and even iu the 
gestures, poses and habits. 
But more dis- 


tinctively and more significantly were they 
written on the skull, the face and the hands. 
Tlie signs aud tokens were found on the 
palms of the hands, and hence orHnated 
palmistry, the oldest known form of divina- 
tion. Phrenology and physiognomy are the 
modern forms of the other two sign-readings, 
and to-day the disciples of Gall and Lavater 
are both numerous and respected. Some- 
how the third science—th»t of chiromancy 
—has fallen into disrepute, and its practl- 
sers are to-rlay looked upon as charlatans 
and its practices as the particular province 
of the gipsy fortune teller. Out of chiro- 
macy, however, there has mote recently 
grown the newer science of chironotny, 
which is the study of the exterior form of 
the hand, the back and the fingers, with 
reference to character and instinct. There 
is no pretension to foretelling events in chi- 
ronomy ; it is simply the result ot close ob- 
servation of certain sigus about a member 
of the body, which, unlike our eyes, our 
lips and our face generally, cannot dissim- 
ulate or feign a virtue that they know not 
of. Victor Hugo, De Balzac and Desbarro- 
lles have done much to cultivate and reduce 
this system to order, and it is the pith of 
their labors which is here presented. 


In chironotny hands are divided into 


three principal forms or classes, determined 
by the first phalange of the fingers, or nail- 
joint, and known as hands with pointed, 
square and spatiilated (spade-like) fingers. 
Besides these'divisions fingers are smooth 
or knotted, long or short. The first, or nail 
phalange, that which experiments, which 
touches and which appreciates, has been 
styled divine by the cabalisls. 
The second 


phalange is named that of logic and human 
reason, aud the Ihnd phalange belongs to 
the material woild. Lastly, smooth fingers 
indicate a character without sinuosities and 
gifted with spontaneous ideas, while knot- 
ted fingers belong to those who act on re- 
flection and by rules of arithmetic. 
So 


much for generalities. And now to glance 
at the various examples of hands and to 
note the information they give as to the 
character of their owners. 


A hand of Ihe first class has the fingers 


smooth and pointed. 
The possessor of such 


a hand, with ordinary intelligence, will be 
drawn towards the romantic, will not be 
guided by Lrutli or nature, will be an en- 
thusiast, will believe himself sincere, will 
have good taste, will indulge in research 
and often in good faith will trust iu error 
and falsehood. In a word, ho will not live 
among the realities of life. In the excel- 
lence of its type such a hand shows the pos- 
session of religious fervor, poetic feeling, ar- 
tistic cultivation, inspiration and elegance. 


A hand of the second class has the fingers 


smooth and square. Your friends with 
such hands will be found to have a taste for 
scientific study; in pursuing the arts they 
will rather choose those based upon nature 
aud truth than upon the imagination. They 
will enjoy the best schools of literatuie, 
rhythm and symmetry. They will be good 
business men. 
Literary men with such 


hands will have the grammatical sense, a 
clear and correct style, and their enthusi- 
asm, if they possess any, will he always 
moderated by reason. 


The third hand ol the first, great division 


has smooth fingers with spatulated tips. 
People with such fingers can be set dnwn 
as appreciating things according to their 
utility and believing in the hard facts of life. 
They feel the constant need of exercise and 
activity, generally prefer manual occupa- 
tions, and will have a fondness for horses, 
dogs, war, travelling, agiiculture, business 
and the mechanical aits. 
Wilh brains they 


are Comtists and the foremost in the ranks 
of positivism. But all people with smooth 
fingers, whether pointed, square or spade- 
like, will form their judgment by inspira- 
tion and at first sight; lefleclion will be of 
little or no seivice to them.-Their first idea 
will be always the best. 


Modifying these principal divisions come 


the knobs or knots on the fingers ; first, the 
knob which swells the first phalange, and 
called the knob of philosophy; second, the 
knob formed by the projection of the second 
joint-bone, and called the knob of material 
order. He who has a hand wilh the philo- 
sophic knob developed will find a pleasure 
in examining not only into his own ideas, 
but also into those of others. He will 
doubt, reason and believe nothing without 
pi oof positive, lie will be independent iu 
opinion, expression and 
habit. Such a 


hand will belong to those In revolt against 
society, custom and religion. The second 
knob joins the second and third phalanges, 
and is called, as has been said, that of mate- 
rial order. If excessively marked it indi- 
cates egotism aud avarice. 
Wheu thetuiid 


phalange, following the second knob, is 
thick and wide to the base of the fingers, it 
indicates a taste for material pleasuies. 
And now to see what the result of the com- 
bination will be. 
If ou pointed fingers 


there is also found the philosophic knob, it 
means a continual struggle between inspi- 
alion and analysis, between intuition and 
calculation. The man who has such hands 
will be by turns ascetic and libertine. He 
who has square fingers and the philosophic 
knob will suffer but litlle from a contradic- 
tion of natures. He will be just, but cold; 
will be a cool, unbiased critic; will be clear 
sighted, an admirer of truth, but still more 
so of the useful. 
He who has spatulated 


fingeis wilh the philosophic knob will deny 
all that is not positive, will give but little to 
the indulgence of tender feeling and less to 
the sentimental. If an artist be will put 
into his woiks movement and realism. 
With both knobs the pointed finger will In- 


aud some soft. 
Men wllli hard hands en- 


joy bodily action, exercise, hunting, podcs- 
trianism ; will use early and rest ono work 
by undertaking another. When, however, 
the hands aro too hard it is a certain mark 
of heaviness and grossness. Persons with 
soft hands are idle, dislike fatigue, prefer 
sedeutary occupations—but at the same 
time enjoy noise, music and spectacles. 


Thn thumb Is, after all, a powerful factor 


in thechironomonic problem. It is a piece 
anatomy also of which we may bo proud, 
for man is tho only animal that has a per- 
fect thumb. 
It la in fact H sign of superi- 


ority, for idiots aro born either without 
thumbs or at best with useless and Incom- 
plete thumbsibabies hide their thumbs until 
they become intelligent, and the dying do 
so as they quit their hold on this world. In 
chironomy the thumb is divided Into three 
parts. 
Tho fitst phalange represents the 


will, invention, originality; the second Is 
tbe sign of logic, reason, perception, judg- 
ment; while- the root represents Hie gross 
incur nature. The person whoso,luumb 
has the first phalange long aud strong, may 
be set down as possessing a powerful will, 
groat energy and unlimited self-confidence, 
If tho phalange is too long there is danger 
of the will going to tho extremes of domi- 
nation and tyranny, 
[f this phalange is of 


moderate size and length, tho domineering 
spirit will bo found to have given way to 
passive resistance to tho forco of inertia. 
There will be a lack of aggression, but none 
of resistance. If this phalange is short, 
there will be uo self-assertion, but fluctua- 
tion, irresolution and distrust of one's own 
opinions and a disposition to adopt those 
of others. If this phalange is very short, 
there will be found a complete carelessness, 
a looseness in the style of living, an inability 
to resist misfortune, discouragements, en- 
thusiasms, dejections, sadness,gayety with- 
out cause, influenced alike by daik and 
clear skies. If the second phalauge Is loug, 
it may safely bo set down as au indication 
of a powerfully logical mind; if It Is short, 
both logic and reflection will be feeble. If 
tho root of the thumb is thick and long 
like that heie shown, tho man will be dom- 
inated by animal passions. If the thumb- 
root is of medium size, the man will bo am- 
orous, but not in excess; if small and flat 
he will have but a trifling appetite to satisfy. 
If iu grasping hands you perceive a thumb 
with the top rounded like a billiard ball 
and the nail sunounded by a padding, yon 
may be very sure Ihe man greellng 'you is 
as stubborn as a mule and as obstinate as a 
Pig-

Bristol Relief. 


EDITOR GAZETTD :—Will you permit the 


use of your journal to remind its readers 
that The Bristol Relii I Society, organized a 
little more tuan a year ago, has, by tlie re- 
sult of its labors, proven not only its own 
' flicicncy, but the necessity for such an 01 
g .in/.alion. The cmla which it has ir 
tended to accomplish were the proper d 
rcction of charities,in order lo reach the mos 
deserving, and the suppiession of vagrancy 
and beggary. The first of these object 
has been fully attained, to the extent tha 
during last wintei (one of unusual sever- 
ity, and one in which an exceptionally largi 
number of the people of this place were un 
employed), the society assisted more thai 
scvenly families, with an expenditure less 
tban has ordinarily been appropriated toth 
support of about one fifth that number. 


It is not one of the objects of the society 


to assume tlie entire support of any ; and 
this would he ioipiacticable, as the diafi 
upon its funds would be too great. 
It 


should, and undoubtedly does, render all 
necessary assistance to such families as are 
generally self-supporting, aud may bo from 
sickness, or other cause, temporarily unable 
to provide for themselves, as well as those 
who, perhaps having large families, require 
a limited amount of help to make them 
comfortable. 


Beyond these, there is a class who are 


Habitually supported by the borough, or by 
constant and daily appeals to individual 
sympathies; who, making no effort to as- 
tist themselves;, live in idleness, squalor and 
dime, and whoso children, reared amU 
such influences, grow up to fill the ranks of 
criminals, or, ftt best, to furnish anothe! 
gcneiallon of paupers. Such persons_it is 
no part of the purposes of this society to 
support, or even assist. The only proper 
disposition to make of them is to place them 
in tho County Almshouse, where they will 
be properly cared for, and the children 
placed in good homes. 


This cannot be done so long as they re- 


ceive assistance that will enable them to 
avoid application to the overseers of the 
poor, and when the Belief Society with- 
holds such assistance, it is after a thorough 
investigation and careful consideration ol'the 
case,which has convinced them that the par- 
ties should be provided for by the county. 
We therefore particulaily request that citi- 
zens will uot make contributions to indivi- 
duals or families, and especially to those 
whom the society may have declined to 
help; as with tho systematic inquiry and 
oversight adopted by the society, and the 
experience acquired during the past year, 
it ib certainly more'able to act judiciously 
than is possible for others.

should'hand their conliibutions lo Harold 
Peirce, Treasurer, and articles of clothing 
should be sent to the clothing room of the 
society, at J. Wesley Wright's store.

The meeting to consider the matter was 
held last Friday evening, and although Lhe 
Church has a large memberehip, only foui- 
teen of tho minority sex, who evidently fear 
the inferior sex will obtain an advaiilageif 
allowed equal provileges, were present tn 
vole upon Urn proposilion. Two ballots 
were taken, one upon Ihe simple matter of 
permitting the women to vote, and the pther 
upon the question ot putting the female 
members upon an equalily with the mule 
members. 
The first vote resulted in 8 yeas 


and 6 nays, and tlie second 1 yeas and 7 
nays. This, of course defeated both proposi- 
tions, as a two-tliirds vote was necessary to 
carry them. The Methodists pride them- 
selves upon being among the most liberal 
of the sects. 
Whether their claim can be 


allowed in this matter we will not say, but 
believe wo are correct in sajiug that tlie 
Piesbyterians, Baptists,' and Episcopalians 
allow the women of their congregations to 
have a voice in the conduct of affairs in 
which all the members are interested. Per- 
haps our Methodist fiieudswill reconsider 
their action, and tlie seven conservatives 
who fear the Church will be ruined if wc- 
raen vote, will bo led to see the injustice of 
keeping two-thirds of their Church disfian- 
chised.

paratus is tho Ferguson Bureau Creamery, 
made at Burlington, Vermont, which has 
many desirable points, and this wo think to 
bo tho best of all the numernus devices 
shown. This is a portable closet, with 
glazcddoor for the atlmlsslun of light. It 
has several compartments; the upper one 
Is an ice-chamber, from which the cold air 
can circulate downward over and around 
the milk pans set below it and into the low- 
est compartment, whore cream and butter 
may be stored. Umli r the ice-chamber are 
the milk closets, each of which has a squaie 
shallow pan with a curved bottom. The 
pans are six inches dei'p, a»id hold fiom 10 
up to 249 quarts each, to suit a small or 
large diary. 
These milk closets are aued 


and ventilated abundantly by means of 
wire gauze-covered openings, and the glazed 
doors may be clunged for gauszu one If de- 
sired. A tempeidluro of 00 ° is easily 
maintained by Ihe use of ice In Summer 
and a tin hot-water heater in Winter. The 
milk is well aired, and the cream is expos- 
ed to tho light so as to preserve the high 
color desired in the butter. Perhaps there 
can be nothing desired by the neat and ex- 
acting dairy-woman or housewife that is 
not provided for in this arrangement, which 
lias the merits o." simplicity, cleanliness, 
and economy of labor—New York Weekly 
Times.
